2. Claims 1-6, 9, 24-26, 29-33, 35, and 37 have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record issued to Schick and Hoenninger, III either alone or combine fail 
to teach or suggest each and every feature of the present invention as claimed in claims 1, 24 and 
30 for an apparatus and its corresponding method, the apparatus comprising a mixer for mixing a 
received signal and a local oscillator signal and generating an analog, frequency converted 
signal, and an analog-to-digital converter for converting the analog, frequency-converted signal 
into a corresponding digital signal, wherein the apparatus is used in a receiver without a filter 
between the mixer and the analog-to-digital converter, and wherein a frequency of the local 
oscillator signal is set in relation to a frequency of a sampling rate of the analog-to-digital 
converter to avoid aliasing in a desired receive band.
